All  over  the  world,  and  perhtp* 
nUc   particularly  in  the  coumrxr^ 
bordering   the   Pacific  Occao,  the^e 
should  be  consummate  care  t%M^^^ 
at  thia  time  k#t  tha  sparki  that  Mii% 
been  let  loose  in  China  should  blow 
up  into  a  conflagration.    The  strike, 
in  Skaoghai  it  in  reality  a  protest- 
that  China  should  have  the  right  t^ 
admlniater  iustice  in  hec  own  Un*. 
It  mifht  4cTdop  awifUy  e«o«fh  into 
a  determination  by  China  to  rid  her 
conntiy  of  all  foreigners,  and  it  »• 
to  prevent  brute  fortfe  being  employed 
in  that  particular  thai  the  utmost  dia- 
cretion  should  be  ubiierved  so  as  not 
to  exacerbate  teclisti  which  are  al- 
ready uncomfortably  on  edge. 

The  problem  of  China  grows  more 
aerioua  with  the  year*.  There  hia 
been  political  chaos  in  the  country, 
chkfly  due  to  the  ambitions  of  rival 
latdtra,  but,  in  reality,  there  it  na- 
titfhit'  «nity,  and  there  can  be  no. 
qXs^ioh  that  tha  Chinese  posseit  a 
national  spirit  tttd  that  it  everything 
in  .the  long  run  in  a  country  with  a 
cafablc  and  hard-worVipg  population 
of  nearly  400,000,000,  »  -popubHon 
which  it  now  stirring  through  contact 
with  Western  eiylliaation.  Japan, 
within  half  a  century,  made  her  fifty 
mitliona  of  p«>pl«  into  a  *rtt  clats 
I'owrr  It  is  a  matter  of  logic  to 
estimate  what  China  may  and  prob- 
ably will  do  with  her  populatioli  of 
four  hundred  millions.  The  serenity 
of  her  people  will  not  last  for  ever. 
Tilre  are  already  the  ftrtf  nfmbtings 
nf  'the  coming  storm  and  it  should 
be  the  task  of  civilization  to  tee  that 
tM  ttorm  4flM.«»t  b«Nlklo<«mtd 
conflict. 

There  arc  complications  in  China, 
political,  economic  and  ptychotogical. 
The  Shanghai  strike  has  brouKht  into 
relief  the  itaue  of  wherein  lies  the 
rctponsibility,  whether  it  be  for  in- 
ternal or  foreign  action,  for  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  afaira.  There  has 
be«n  a  proecaaion  of  aamct  of  politi- 
cal leaders  passhig  across  the  carpet 
of  Chlnh't  recfent  hlt»or)r.  Those 
naiAfet  really  mean  Httk  or  nothing 
for  :>he  faAs  of  the  situation  remain 
and  the  national  unity  of  the  country 
only  requires  to  be  iwroked  in  tome 
great  crisis  when  political  differences 
will  he  forgotten.  That  critit  may 
be  precipitated  by  the  Shaoghal  af- 
fair. The  (Wy  is  surely  comfalg  when 
local  jealousies  and  rivalHet  will  be 
forgotten  in  China,  and  the  Wiltonian 
dec^e  of  "self-determination"  will  be 
the  'dominant  national  thought.  Up 
to  recently  the  disorder  which  has 
affetiltd  ao  araeh-  >n  China  4nring  re- 
rent  years  had  no*  spread  to  trade, 
but  its  effects  in  that  direction  are 
now  beginning  to  be  felt  Mi^  will  be 
felt  more  so  than  ever  in  the  past 
because  of  the  situation  at  Shanghai. 

The  Chinese  chaos  can  only  work 
itself  out  into  some  form  of  order 
tlirough  the  efforts  of  the  Chinese 
theansatves,  and  most  of 'all  throuKh 
the  efforts  of  a  united  China  The 
gravity  of  the  present  situation  is 
only  diittly  envisaged  by  the  world  at 
largit  if  close  students  of  Clitnese 
aflairt  are  to  be  believed.  It  is  a 
time  of  rtal  anxiety  for  every  nation 
that  has  commitments  in  China  and 
that^as  both  the  desire  and  the  self 
interest  i«  profnotinff  friendly  rela- 
tionj^  with  that  country.  It  is  a  time 
for  .thinking  eonstv^Mv^ly  atyl  the 
very  worse  UA  of  .Wo«yiit  ties  in 
anti<Oriental  propaganda,  which  will 
inflame  passions  that  arc  already  be- 
ginning to  seethe  among  '400,000,000 
of  Uie  population  of  earth.  The  best 
hop*  for  China  it  that  her  progress 
thotdd  be  deviaed  worhing  in  co- 
operstifn  with  those  )*owers  thst 
hav*  awakened  the  new  move- 
■MP*  o'  civilization  in  her  midst 
The- best  hope,  therefore,*  liet  fai  the 
•pirll  of  friendliness  and  co-operatinn. 
for  ^  that  spirit  docs  not  maintain 
there  is  undoubtedly  new  and  far- 
reaching  internatiooal  trMlMo  loom- 
ing on  the  horizon.

John  Wealey.  the  founder  of 
Met  hod  lam,  waa  boro  at  Epworth. 
KngUnd,  on  June  17.  1703.  (June  It 
Mew  Style).  He  waa  tha  eon  ot  a^ 
efargyrthn  of  the  unnpeh^  of  Bna* 
land.  Aad  himaelf  hacame  a  clersyv 
dan  oC  thai  ohurch;.  ftrMIItng  hie 
Clerical  dutlea  qillatly  until  he 
reached  hia  thlrty-flMh  year.  The 
change  in  hla  rellgloaa  life  h<-  at- 
tributed to  attendanee  at  a  meeting 
In  London,  where  he  listened  to  the, 
reading  of  Luther'H  preface  to  St. 
Paul's  Rpistle  to  the  Uom-inn.  Ilia 
new  aeal  led  him  to  the  preaching  of 
the  (Joapel  to  crowds  in  the  open  air, 
but  at  ftrst  he  rllrected  hla  efforta  to 
supplementing  the  aervlcea  of  the 
Chivch  of  Kngland,  hla  founding  o( 
a  new  denomination  doming  at  a 
later  dste.  It  haa  been  remarked

.lohn  Wemley.  Kvery  hour  of  hi"  day 
waa  ayatematleally  n  pproprlated  to 
some  portion  of  hi"  l«t>orM  in  which 
he  exercised  hla  remarknble  powern 
of  organisation  and  perHuunlnn  to 
the  advantage  of  hla  denomination.
